Miscellaneous Matters 



This action is being sent in response to the amendment filed November 12, 2004. 
The previous office action, mailed on July 19, 2004, was meant to be a Non-Final Office 
Action— even though'the Office Action Summary (form PTO-326) indicated a Final 
Office Action. Because of this, applicant was in a position of replying to a Final Office 
action, thus requiring more stringent time and money restrictions. This action is meant 
to clarify the record that the previously sent office action was a Non-Final action. 
Therefore, the After-Final response should instead be a response to Non-Final Action. 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvbus at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2- Claims 78. 80. 81. and 84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 

unpatentable over Moos (U.S. Patent No. 5,881,152). 

Regarding claim 78. Moos teaches a method for protecting access to content 
recorded on a media recording disk (DVD), comprising: 

• Providing a disk security chip on the DVD, said disk security chip managing 
access to the content of the DVD (col. 1, line 66 through col. 2, line 3);
